tion to the healthy condition of 
business in general and banking 
in particular. He invited listeners 
to look at statements of two large

The Indians need more 


land. An inventory made 
by the Office of Indian Af- 
fairs reveals that they no 
longer have enough land to 
support their own popula- 
tion on a subsistence level. 
An additional 25,000,000 
acres of tillable land is re- 
quired for their adequate 
self-support. 


Two-thirds of the Indian 


group are either landless 
or own insufficient land to 
make a living. Much of it 
is unproductive. For 50 
years it has been the pol- 
icy of the federal govern- 
ment to dispose of Indian 
•land and timber, 
paying 


cash to individual Indians. 
Reservations 
have 
been 


broken up in this way and 
titles to pieces of land have 
been 
allowed 
to Indians 


who could sell or lease'to 
white farmers. In this way, 
80,000,000 acres of land 
have slipped away from 
the 
Indians 
since 
1887. 


They have also dissipated

Champ "Farrow appeared at the

with Farrow and wrested, the gun 
from him. Farrow was placed In a 
solitary cell, charged in county 
court with carrying a pistol and 
aggravated assault upon an officer 
and later freed under bonds'of $500 
in each cabe. 
Tells of KilHnlr' 
Holland/ Far.ro>, another brother, 


told officers that he and an at- 
tendant at the liquor spot, attempt- 
ed to remove two men from the 
premises. One of them suddenly 
drew a gun at. the door, wheeled 
and fired. The bullet struck A. B. 
Farrow, entering his arm and rang- 
ing through his chest. 
Customers screamed as the kill- 


er leaped in a taxlcab and drove 
away. Holland Farrow grabbed a

Police said the Chicagoan ap- 
peared at the city hall and asked 
for Police Captain Max Doughty, 
and when informed he was off duty, 
disappeared.

Police, tipped that he might ap- 


pear at the hotel, seized him as he 
talked over a house telephone. 
Inspector Fritz quoted the'man 


as saying: just Got Job 
"I didn't know it hit anybody. I 


had been out to the Centennial 
and managed to get a job. I was 
supposed to start 'work Tuesday. 
The man out there gave me a $10 
advance and I came back ta-town 
and'"yyent to this place.
